THE WEATHER. 
A Meteorological Platitude for the Gen- 


ral Welfare. 

A correspondent of the GazETTE 
suggests that it would be a good idea 
to give a daily meteorological report for 
the benefit of farmers and intending 
visitors, The outside man of the Ga- 
ZETTE submits to the suggestion, and 
will constitute himeelf a weather bu- 
reau, in Opposition to the Signal Ser - 
vice fiends, who have kept the atmos- 
phere in an uproar for a month past. 
Report for to-day: Temperature— 
(look for Nasby’s item in jots). Wind 
—consult the crewd at the Palace, 
where a genial zephyr generally blows 
up a drink. To recapitulate—The 
Piute poker game at the engine house 
denotes good weather all around; for 
as goes Reno, so goes the Pacific coast. 


It is to be hoped that the foregoing 
will be satisfactory, so far as local 


weather observations are concerned. 


The Sergeant of the Signal Service at 
Sacramento gives the Record- Union of 
yesterday the following complicated 
explanations of things connected with 
his prufession: “The duty of each sig- 
nal service observer is to take at sun- 
set each day the phases and character- 
istics of the western sky, and for thir- 
ty minutes thereafter, and if in his 
judgment the signs are propitious for a 
stormy day during the next twenty- 
four hours, then they so record it, and 
transmit it by telegraph at 8 r. M. to 
Washington City to the chief signal 
officer. Now, each and every obser- 
ver of the signal service from Olym- 
ia to Sacramento, including Salt 

ke, has forwarded by the 8 p. M. 
last night’s (23d) telegraphic report a 
foul weather sunset; that is, in their 
judgment there will at least .01 of an 
inch, if not more of rain during the 
next 24 hours. If there does not fall 
that amount then the sunset observa— 
tion fails of verification, and is entered 
in the records as not verified. Accord- 
ing to the theory of Herschel’s table 
of weather prognostications, there 
ought to be a storm on or near the 
25th or 26th of April; but whether 
his theory is correct or not I am un- 
able to say, but judging from our own 
local signs, beth by the clouds and the 
instruments, there is an atmospheric 
disturbance of some magnitude bear- 
ing down toward us, but whether there 
will be anything serious or not re- 
mains for the future to decide.
